A STORMY SCENE. 

After quiet was restored, Colonel Nisbit 
arose to introduced Major Bacon. The intro- 
duction was in substance as follows : 

You will now hear from Hon. A. O. Bacon, of 
Macon, who will address you upon the issues of the 
gubernatorial campaign: He comes to us a Geor- 
gian,and has the right to run for governor as many 
times as he pleases.-I know that you will be 
estertained by the distinguished Georgian, the elo- 
quent gentleman and learned scholar, the Hon. A.

Major Bacon was greeted as he appeared, but 
he did not look as if excessively well pleased. 
Indeed he looked rather mad. He said that 
he appreciated the introduction of the honora- 
ble chairman. He had hoped that, as chair: 
man of the meeting, he would introduce him 
in a manner which would, at least, not indicate 
the partiality of his preference. 

Colonel Nisbet here arose, and started to 
speak. : 

Major Bacon, pointing to him, said: “I beg 
that you will be seated.” 

“But,” said the colonel, “I will say a word 
now.” 

Major Bacon—I have the floor, sir, and I 
will hold it. I claim the right of a Georgian. 
The gentleman has a right to present me in 
ridiculous attitude, and I have nothing to say. 

Colonel Nisbet—The gentleman misunder- 
stands the meaning of my remarks. What I 
intended——. 

Here great confusion manifested itself in the 
crowd. 

Major Bacon—I have not been accustomed 
to such treatment at the hands of gentlemen. 

Colonel Nisbet, excitedly—Then you are not 
accustomed to the company of gentlemen. 

Major Bacon—I have lived, sir, among your 
own blood and associated with the men that 
are of it. Iask you, gentlemen, (addressing 
the crowd), if Il am right or wrong. I demand 
that you shall place another man at the head 
of this meeting. 

Here the confusion became greater, and the 
men crowded around the platform in excited 
conversation. 

General Gordon—waving his hand over the 
crowd—I appeal to you, gentlemen, to be 
quiet. All will be right —— is 

Major Bacon, (pointing his finger at Gener- 
al Gordon)—I beg, sir, that you will be seated, 
and not interfere with this. 

General Gordon—I do not propose to inter- 
fere, sir. I am doing my duty. 

MAJOR BACON PROCEEDS, 

The most excited of the crowd were quieted 
by friends, and order was at length restored, 
when Major Bacon proceeded with his speech. 
He said he would not further allude to what 
had passed. He spoke of his appearance here 
eighteen years ago,drew a contrast with his 
reception then and now. He was suffering 
from sore throat, and speaking in the wind 
made his voice very husky. He regretted 
that he could not speak at ease. He 
would answer the insinuations which 
were made against him by the gentleman, 
whom he had considered his friend for thirty 
years. He was glad to see so many blue 
badges, for he wanted to talk to Gordon men. 
He denied the charge that he was a chronic 
office: seeker, and said that though he had 
served his county twelve years jin the legis- 
lature, it was at the earnest wish of his people, 
for, after the second year he wanted to give it 
up, and the people insisted on the use of his 
name. He called on the twelve hundred peo- 
ple over which he had presided, tosay whether 
or not he was ever false to his trust. He spoke 
an hour and three-quarters, and more than an 
an hour of the speech was devoted to the re- 
signation of General Gordon from the 
senate. He felt very much burt at the gener- 
al’s insinuations, and recalled the fact that he 
bad always been among his closest supporters, 
but he now absolved him from all obligation. 
He had put a knife to his heart, and in the 
face of all I have done for him I say it is an 
act of ingratitude. General Gordon now seeks 
to return to public life not by asking for the 
place which he left for another, but by striv- 
ing to getanother place. He resigned in May 
three weeks before the adjournment of con-

It was not necessary 
that he be in Washington for that three weeks 
He could have gotten of easily. Gordon had 
accepted a position as counsel of the Louisville 
and Nashville railrord. He was not evena 
lawyer. What would you call it if a man came 
to a senator and said: “if you will resign and 
take a $12,000 position, and let another man 
take your place, we will give you the place.” 

General Gordon here answered promptly— 
I would call it bribery. 

“Ah, no,” replied the speaker, “I make no 
such charge. It was the impotence of the 
victim, who was wood in the hands of the de- 
signing men. He wanted te know how Gor- 
don could accept a three thousand dollar po- 
sition now, when he could not live on $5,000. 
1f he is elected, and a similar opportunity 
occurs, he might resign again. The speaker 
continued in this strain for some time. He 
stated that he was opposed to the State road 
lesse, and wanted to know Gordon’s stand on 
that question, the railroad commission and 
the convict lease. He answered General 
Gerdon’s first question by saying that the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
was in the hand of a receiver, aud could not 
be sued except by order of court, which put it 
in such hands. In his position he simply fol- 
lowed the ruling of the supreme court of 
Georgia. As to the second question, he had 
in this campaign promised no office. In a pre- 
vious campaign, he had stated that he would 
retain Tip Harrison, because he wasa faithful 
officer. As to his resigning his office in the 
Ninth Georgia, he said that before he enlisted 
he had suffered a severe attack of typhoid 
fever. It had been fatal in his family. He 
enlisted in Atlanta and went into service, and 
on the advice of the best physicians im the 
army, resigned, for he was no longer able to 
continue in active service. He was bitter in 
denunciation of any man who dared to ques- 
tion his faithfulness; and said that whoever 
charged him with it, or even makes such an 
insinuation, lies. [Applause.] 

GENERAL GORDON CLOSES, 

General Gordon closed the discussion in a 
fifteen minutes address, which was warmly 
applauded. 

I@ concluding, Major Bacon advanced and 
said that he regretted the occurrence in the 
beginning of his speech, and wanted to apolo- 
gize for it, and accept all the blame, for he 
had misunderstood the nature of Colonel 
Nisbet’s remarks, which had been explained. 

The crowd then dispersed. The county is 
certain for Gordon by four to one.

He said What he did in the utmost 
sincerity. Major Bacon had been taunted 
with running so frequently for the office, and 
he merely asserted that regret forhim.

The Meeting in rta. 

SPARTA Ga., May 18.—[Special.|—The crowd 
assembled in Sparta today to hear the joint 
discussion was much more evenly divided than 
thatin Eatonton yesterday,’which was prac- 
tically solid for Gordon. The friends of both 
Gordon and Bacon. seemed willing to give 
to each candidate a fair and full hear- 
ing. A four in hand awaited at the depot, and 
together they were drawn to the city, a brass 
band leading. A number of strangers had 
gathered in the town, and all eyes were turned 
to the carriage containing the two candidates, 
Both stopped at the Edwards house, and after 
a short rest were ready for the contest, which 
occurred at the courthouse at half past two 
o'clock. In the meantime many friends of 
both Gordon and Bacop called at the hotel, 
where they were received in their respective 
apartments. 

OPENED BY BACON, 

Just before the hour for the speaking a 
heavy rain commenced, which probably held 
away many who would have otherwise at- 
tended. About four hundred people gathered 
in the courthouse. Major Bacon opened the 
discussion, being introduced by Colonel J. T. 
Jordan, He said that he believed that he was 
the choice of his party in 1884, and but for the 
methods employed in the convention he would 
have been nominated, but he wanted no vindi- 
cation. He only alluded to this from the fact 
that his opponent had seen fit to make sport 
of his other campaigns. The speaker then re- 
ferred to the bargain and sale 
connected with the senatorial resig- 
nation. He stuck toit for nearly one hour, 
repeating over and over the same charges 
which he has made in almost every other 
speech, and which are now familiar to the 
public. Fifty minutes of the hour occupied 
was devoted to a discussion of this question. 
Almost every one present was familiar with 
it, and consequently it fell rather flat. He was 
heartily applauded when he drifted from the 
question into a tribute of Benjamin Hill. He 
then dropped back into the old rut, and shows 
evidences of keeping the same groove for the 
rest of the campaign. Just eight minutes 
before he closed, he stated that he regretted 
exceedingly the conflict that had been brought 
about in the party.

SPICE FROM SID LEWIS. 

Here Major Sid Lewis interposed, reminding 
the speaker that he had not put the question 
properly. What was wanted to be known was 
if he would indorse the record of Campbell 
Wallace ag commissioner. 

“Do you mean, sir, if I would reappoint 
him?” asked the speaker. 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Why, my friend, his term don’t expire da- 
ring the next gubernatorial term.” 

“Then, whosa does?” asked Major Lewis, 

‘“Trammell’s, sir; and you want to know if I 
will reappoint him. I will tell you: No, sir; 


emphatically no, and I will sometime unbosom 
tell the people why I would not reappoint 
” 
- Bacon's #peech was certainly rather a disap- 
peintment to his friends. Itis butjustice to 
him, however, to state thathe was suffering 
with @bad cold. He was greeted with moderate 
applause when he concluded. 
GORDON GREETED. 

" Colonel C. W. DuBose then introduced Gen- 
eral Gordon in aspeech which roused the 
whole audience. The short speech of intro- 
duction wasone of the most eloquent and ef- 
fective Ihaveever heard. The old soldier 
threw his¢whole heart into it, and presented to 
the andience General John B. Gordon, and the 
gallant hero advanced. The scene was one of 
the most remarkable which ever took place in 
the state. The applause was wildly enthusi- 
astic. Men raisedin their seats and seemed 
frantic, throwing their hats into the air. The 
women applauded, and the children caught 
the enthusiasm, and screamed with joy. This 
excitement lasted several minutes. 

General Gordon advanced, with his face 
blanched, his fists clenched, and his eyes flash- 
ed with indignation. His heart was full with 
the beautiful demonstration to him, and his 
affection was visible through his anger. His 
first reference was to the abuse of Major 
Bacon, in which that gentleman had sought, 
by every means, to wreck his honor and black- 
en hisname. The indignation of the speaker 
was eloquent in expression. He turned to his 
opponent and hurled his answers back in 
the most eloquent and unmeasured terms: 
“There was a timo,” said he, “when I did not 
resign—there is arecord that is unsullied even 
in the estimation of the gentleman who has 
tried to blacken my name before you. It was 
made in a time that I didn’t resign, for my 
country needed me.” He then referred to the 
resignation of Major Bacon as adjutant of the 
Ninth Georgia, and devoted several minutes 
of his address to this subject, being continually 
interrupted with enthusiastic applause. As to 
His own resignation, he said that he entered 
public duty with two main objects in view. 
The first, the restoration of the freedom of his 
people, and the next the re-establishment of 
harmony between the sections. These being 
accomplished, he felt free to resign. Heasked 
to leave it to the people if he was guilty of 
any impropriety. He dared his opponent to 
tell the people to decide; not like Clarke 
county nor Dodge decided, but to let the 
people speak, not the courthouse cliques 
As a favorite method of his competitor’s sup- 
porters, he readan‘extract of one of his or- 
gans, which said that it would rather be a

Grant-Gordon.” Hespoke of this with .the 
most withering. sarcasm. It, however, sug- 
gested to bim the Ward-Grant transaction 
about the Belmont mine, of which his oppo- 
nent-has spoken. ‘The mine was one of the 
best in the country, and had up to the time of 
its transfer always paid handsome dividends. 
Eugene Simmerman, of Cincinnati, and other 
noted scientists? had carefally examined it 
and pronounced it a magnificent property. 
He went to New York to get assistance in the 
development of this Alabama mine. While at 

| the Fifth Avenue hotel he casually met Gén- 
eral Grant, who asked him his mission. When 
told, he was much impressed with it, and 
asked him to go with him to his 
son’s and Fordinand Ward’s office. When 
they went, this firm thought it a magnificent 
investment. Ward’s brother in Denver, an 
expert in mining, was sent there, and gavea 
splendid report. Grant and Ward put in the 
money and he took a large amount of stock 
for his interest. They had the management, 
and senta young West Pointer there, who 
knew nothing of the business, and a failure 
resulted. He was broken, and so was Grant. 

Ward was rich and had robbed them all. He 
is today in Sing Sing in stripes, but yet this 
man is brought to testify against me. “But,” 
said tho general, “the people will speak for 
me. They will answer the calumnies which 
have been hurledat me, Like the cyclone,” 
he said, “I am going to be elected, and my 
friend will get sicker than he did in 1862.” 
He wanted to ask Bacon one question, In 
his long canvass many had committed 
ghemselves to vote for him. Many have 
also promised to vote for me. Now will you 

join me in relieving all and ictting them vote 
as they wish ? 

Major Bacon—I will answer in my conclu- 
P sion. 

As to the railroad commission General Gor- 
don said he was unquivocally for it, and that 
his record was not made for the occasion. The 
people all knew it. It was not a dying confes- 
sion. “I am for the commission with all its 
powers unimpaired in everything. You ask 
me,” hesaid, “if I indorsed Campbell Wallace? 
I do, from the crown of his head to the sole of 
his foot. He is one of the most honest and in- 
corruptible men that God ever made, and I do 
not believe that in the length and breadth of 
the state that his peer can be found.” [Great 
cheering.| He concluded amidst the greatest 
enthusiasm, 4n d as he sat down, an excited 
crowd gathered around him. Several floral 
tributes were sent him. 

MAJOR BACON RESUMES, 

Major Bacon then began to conelude in the 
fifteen minutes allowed him. He was cheered 
as hearose. He stated that General Gordon 
was mistaken in the remark that he had al- 
Inded to him as his friend. He had studiously 
avoided it. He was once his friend, but he was 
not now. He absolved him yesterday from all 
obligations. He said his referenceto General 
Gordon’s resignation was legitimate. He was 
a public officer, and had resigned a public 
trust. He had said that he had abandoned his 
trustas asenator. That was not abuse. He 
now repeated every word that he had former- 
ly said on the subject. Asto his own resigna- 
tion as adjutant of the Ninth Georgia,he would 
hurl the lie into the mouth of 
any man who said or insinuated that he did it 
from reasons other than he had given, and 
they were such as warranted him in doing so, 
[Applause. ] 

Here the speaker grew very heated, and pro- 
ceeded in eloquent terms which were frequent- 
ly applanded. “Do you know John Walton, 
of Baldwin county,” said he, “who bore the 
colors of the regiment, and I refer you to him 
as to my cowardice. Ask him if the surgeons 
did not testify that I was unable to coentinne 
longer in the servicein the field.” He repeated 
that typhoid fever had been very fatal in his 
family, and that he had suffered just before he 
enlisted with a severe attack ofit.

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INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


THE CULLOM BILL TAKEN UP BY 
THE COMMITTS&E. 


Judge Reegan Wants His Bill anc tne Culliom Bill 
to Go to the House Together— Hai... oad Reguia- 
tion Discussed—The Georgia Delegation 
~The Foreign Mail Subsidy, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—{Special,]—The 
Cullom inter-state commerce bill was taken 
up in the house committee on commerce to- 
day, but no quorum was present and no action 
was taken. Judge Reagan, of Texas, chair- 
man of the committee, and the most distin- 
guished champion of the interstate railroad 
regulation, stated to the members present that 
he would prefer that both his bill and the 
Cullom bill, as passed by the senate, should go 
to the house together without any recom- 
mendation, so that both may be fally and free- 
ly discussed in that body. This seems to be 
the general desire of the committee. The 
purpose of this action will be to get an ex- 
pression of the house, if possible, in favor of 
the Reagan bill. If this can be done the 
senate bill will be amended by strik- 
ing out all except the enacting clause 
and apvending thereto the Reagan bill 

The bill thus changed will be returned to 
the senate for agreement to its amendment. 
In this programme, which I have reason to be- 
lieve has been determined on by Judge Rea- 
gan and his friends,lies the danger of defeat to 
all efforts at interstate regulation by this con- 
gress. The senate will never agree to the Reagan 
bill. Ifthe friends of that measure will adopt 
the Cullom bill justas it passed the senate they 
can easily put it through the house. 

The fatal difference between the two houses 
on the theories of railroad regulation seems 
about to bring about a failure similar to that 
which kept the last congress from’ passing 
some measure on this subject. The Reagan 
bill establishes no commission but opens 
both state and federal courts to com- 
plaints against discriminations by railroads and 
provides heavy penalties for the violation of 
its provisions. Judge Reagan said tonight that 
he greatly preferred his bill. He thought it a 
better protection to the railroads as well as to 
the people. He regards the senate’s former ef- 
forts at regulation as entirely too weak, and 
not calculated to bring about any considera- 
ble reform. Mr, Reagan said further op this 
subject: 

‘The senate’s bill of this session is a great 
improvement on the bill of,last session, and 
shows that the senate is at last brought to a 
realization of the necessity of real legislation 
upon this subject. Its fourth section, as it now 
stands on the subject of the long and shor} 
haul, is simply without meaning, as will be 
demonstrated when it comes to be discussed in 
the house. While this provision means noth 
ing, it also contains a proviso . authoriz- 
ing the commission to determine causes in 
which this rule shall not apply, and it makes 
othér ruling to have the force of law. Itis a 
matter of doubt as to whether it is not a dele- 
gation of legislative power to the commission. 
There are also provisions in the bill in rela- 
tion tothe publicity of rates, but they are so 
qualifiedly, referring the subject to the discre- 
tion of the commission,that they really amount 
to very little. The measure of damages fixed 
by this bill in cases where over charges have 
been made and the lowest charges made for 
the like services by the road at the same time. 
The senate committee, during the recess of 
congress, collected a great deal of valuable in- 
formation, and have given us a bill with some 
valuable provisions in it, but the bill in the 
main will not effect the purposes required 
and will not remedy the gvils complained of. 
It is to be hoped that we will be able to rem- 
edy these defects when the bili comes up in 
the house. These are some of the main fea- 
tures cfthis bill, There are many others to 
which | do not care to call attention just now.” 

THE PAN-ELECTRIC INVESTIGATION. 

The Pan-Electric committee, after finishing 
its long and tediousexaminations, is now en- 
gaged in the preparation of its reports. Of 
there there will be two, of course. The ma- 
jority report will completely exonorate At- 
torney-General Garland from any improper 
motive in his connection with the pending 
telephone suits, but may express the opinion 
thatcongressmen and public officials should 
bot accept gifts of stock in speculative enter 
prises which areor may become subjects of 
legislation. The minority report, which is 
being prepared by Mr. Ranney, will be de- 
signed as a campaign document more than 
anything else. It will contain a bitter censure 
of Attorney-General Garland, Selicitor Goode 
and the administration generally. These 
reports, when presented to the house, will 
elicit a lively partisau debate. 

THE FOREIGN MAIL SUBSIDY, 

J he impression is that the house Will sus- 
tain the postoflice committeee in its opposition 
to the senate amtndment appropriating eight 
hundred thousand dollars to expedite the 
foreign mails carried by Amerianc ships. Mr. 
Blount opened the discussion today in a 
speech of one hour, which was heard with 
marked attention. He was followed by M?. 
Burrows, of Michigan, in a speech for the 
amendment, setting forth the advantages it 
would give to American vessels. Then came 
a speech from Mr. Guenther, a 
German member from Wisconsin, which crea- 
ted a sensation. Heis one of the two republi- 
cans on thecommittee who voted against con- 
culring in the senate amendment. He has 
been severely criticised for this action, and in 
his speech today he spoke with vehement in- 
dignation. His excited manner and foreign 
accent caused his speech to attract the atten- 
tion of the entire house. A good number of 
democrats will vote for concrrrence in the 
senate amendment. It will get votes from 
South Carolina, Louisiana, but possibly not 
from any other southern state. The Georgia 
delegation is reported as solid against the sen- 
ate amendment, with the exception of Mr. 
Barnes, who has not determined how he will 
vote. It is said that only four republicans are 
against the amendment. They are Messrs. 
Guenther, of Wisconsin, Wakefield, of Minne- 
sota, Bayne, of Pennsylvania, and Cannon, of 


lllinois. Both sidesare confident of eventual 
victery. A deadlock for some weeks is cer- 
tain. F. H. R.

The Readjustment of Postmasters’ Salaries— 
The Pension Bill. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The chair laid be- 
fore the senate a letter from the postmaster 
general transmitting, in compliance with the 
resolution of inquiry, information as tothe 
readjustment of postmasters’ salaries under 
the act of March 3, 1583. The postmaster 
general says that the chief of the division of 
salary and allowances affirms upon his expe-

vices of ten clerks during a probable period of 
fourteen months to perform the work men- 
tioned in the resolution. He prays the con- 
sideration of the senate whether the depart- 
ment should not be discharged from the duty 
of furnishing the information desired.

The Terry Tragedy in Virginia—Bill Pigeon’s 


Fifteenth Victim. 
MARTINSVILLE, Va., May 18.—-The follow- 
ing isthe history of the tragedy of which 
brief mention was made last Saturday night: 


“Saturday night an anonymous circular was 


jssued and posted up all over town. It seri- 
ously reflected on W. K. Terry, a young busi- 
ness man, and his father, the late William 
Terry. a prominent citizen. Monday morning 
Terry telegraphed for his two brothers, J. K. 
and Benjamin Terry, living at Aiken station, 
20 miles away. They arrived atl p. m., and 
after a brief consultation went to the printing 
office and demanded the author of the card.

Spencer, a member of the town board and one 
of the leading business men.

factory. When about half way they were met 
by Spencer, with his brother and several 
friends. W.K. Terry addressed a few words 
to Spencer, who told him not toshoot. Just 
then some one fired a pistol and the shooting 
became general. Forty shots were fired. W. 
K. Terry was shot from the rear, the ball en- 
tering near his spine and lodging in his right 
breast. Jake Terry was shot. through the ab- 
domen and fell dead. Ben Terry was shot 
through the neck and in the body. Spen- 
eer was shot in the hip, and his busi- 
ness partner, Tariten Brown, received two 
balls in the groin, and is thonght to be 
fatally wounded. Jones, a saloonkeeper.

Martin, colored, a mechanic, are all seriously 
hurt. The last two were hit by stray balls.

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WOMEN LAWYERS. 


List of the States in Which They Have Been 
Admitted to Practice. 


Damon Y. Kilgore, of the Philadelphia bar, 
recently wrote to Perry & Martin, attorneys at 
law (ladies), Chicago, inquiring as to the num- 
ber of ladies practicing law in the United 
States. The junior partner of the firm, Ellea 
S Martin, in her reply, said: 

“My investigation last year resulted in find- 
ing furty-eight women who had been admit: 


ted to the bar and engaged in practice of some | 


line cf lawyers’ work—editing law reports or 
peoridicals—in lhe United States. I have 
heard of others since: but as it was too late for 
my purpose,I have not followed them up. 
There are many more women who have 
studied and been admitted, but they have not 
practiced. 

“The forty-eight in actual practice are dis- 
tributed as follows (I give the place of first ad- 
mission—some have changed location. I give 
the states in the order in which they first ad- 
mitted women): Iowa, 3; Missouri, 2; Michi- 
gan, 6; Utah territary, 1; District of Columbia, 
°; Maine, 1; Ohio, 4; Illinois, 7; Wisconsin, 5; 
Indiana, 2; Kansas, 3: Minnesota. 1 (from 
lowa); California, 3; Connecticut, 1: Massa- 

chusetts, 1; Nebraska, 1; Washington territory, 

1; Pennsylvania, 1. Total 4s. 

“The admission tin all these states is t» the 
highest courts, except in the case of Pennsyi- 
vania. Women have also appeared as attor- 
neys in several of the local courts of Marvland, 
aud have been admitted to United tates 
courts in Texas and Oregon, though no. cothe 
state courts. 

“Women were admitted on their first appli- 
cation without any change of the law in Iowa, 
Missouri, Michigan, Utah, District of Colum- 
bia, Maine, Ohio, Wisconsin, Indiana, Kansas, 
Connecticut. Nebraska and Washington terri- 
tory. In Wisconsin and Ohio, after some 

« womeyp bad been admitted, others were re- 
yused by Other judges, and the legislature at 
once passed laws forbidding the exclusion. In 
Jilinois, Massachusetts, Minnesota and Cali- 
qcinia the courts would not admit women un- 
gl laws were passed, and the legislatures 
, * promptly passed them. 

“The first admission of a woman occurred in 


Iowa in 1869, when the statute provided only 
for the admission of ‘white male persons over 
the age of twenty-one years.’ But the words 

_*white’ and ‘male’ soon after dropped out of the 
statute. Inthe other states where women 
were admitted on first application there 
existed either the common law on the subject 
(whatever that may be) or the words ‘male,’ 
‘citizen,’ or ‘voter’ was in the statute relating 
to admission of attorneys.”’

WHAT MR, PETERS SAYS, 

With “Citizen’s” communication in his 
pocket, a CONSTITUTION reporter called on 
Mr. E. ©.

Armstead and 
his wife were to sign an agreement allowing 
our passengers the free use of the water for- 
ever. He consented to the conditions, stipu- 
lating that weshould not erect any stands 
near the spring for the sale of fruit or other 
articles. He and his wife and the trustee for 
their children signed the agreement, which is 
now in the possession of Judge John L. Hop- 
kins. We builtthe road. For twelve years 
we carried passengers to the spring, and 
they were allowed to use the 
water without question. Recently, 
Armstead notified us that he would in future 
require our passengers to pay five cents a drink 
for the water. We demurred, and called his 
attention to the agreement signed by himself 
and his wife. He said that the agreement was 
worthless, because a certain minor child had 
not signed it.” 

“What do you propose to do?” 

“We intend to try the virtues of an injunc- 
tion. We have placed the agreement with 


Armstcad and his wife in the hands of Judge | 


Hopkins, and he will proceed at once to obtain 
an injunction restraining Armstead frem re- 
quiring pay of our passengers.” 

“What caused Armstead to deny the binding 
force of the agreement?”’ 

“He wanted to make all the money possible 
out of the spring. Why, he told me not long 
ago that a party of disreputable women had 
offered him fifty dollars for the use of the 
spring for one night. He said that if he 
pleased to do so, he would accept the women’s 
proposition.” 

SOME OF ARMSTEAD’S PLANS, 

“Isn’t there a law against the assembling of 
such women at the spring?” 

“Yes, there is. Thespring was taken into 
the corporate limits of Atlanta in order that 
it might be under police protection. It was 
expressly provided that it should be exempt 
from taxation, but the police have control 
overit. If Armstead rents the spring to the 
women, he will take a ride in the patrol wag- 
on, and Recorder Anderson will draw out of 
his pocket some of the nickels he receives for 
the water.” 

“How does Armstead feelabout the Angier 
spring?’ 

“That spring is a thorn in hisside. He 
wanted us to build a barbed wire fence from 
our track, so thatthe people could not reach 
the spring, but we refused. Armstead isa 
regular old hog. I think, however, that he 
will find that he camnot exact five centsa 
drink for the water from our passengers. 

“Is Armstead making much money?’ 

“No; he is not. You see, the people are dis- 
gusted with his grasping extortion. They are 
refusing to visit the spring. In fact, the de- 
crease in the number of visitors is astonish- 
ingly large. Twoor three years ago, every- 
body went to Ponce de Leon, bat now 
everybody is going in another direction, or is 
remaining at home. Armstead is defeating 
himself by his greed.” 

“Why den’t you change the terminus of 
your road to Angier spring ?” 

“We * e considered that, and may yet do 
it; but I have nodoubt but that the in junction 
we seek will be obtained. In that event, our 
passengers will have the free use of the water 
of the spring as heretofore. In the meantime, 
our passengers have access to the water of 
Angier spring, which is just as good as that of 
Ponce de Leon.” 

WHAT AN OLD CITIZEN SAYS, 

An old citizen of Atlanta, one who has 
known the city almost from its infancy to the 
present, informed the reporter that he thought 
the council should purchase the Pocce de Leon 
proporty. 

“It never can be entirely free to the public,” 
he continued, “unless the city becomes its 
owner. The property is valuable, but nobody 
would grudge the money expended in its pur- 
chase. Should the city become its owner, it 
aie: easily be converted into an attractive 
par 

“What do you think of Armstead’s course in 
charging for the water?” 

He is the owner of the spring, but he has 
no right to charge for the water. If the water 
were obtained from .a.well dug by his labor, or 
at his expense, then he would have the right 
to charge. Buta spring? Why a sprtng is 
the creation of the Almighty, The water 
bubbles up from the Almighty’s earth, and 
the very ease and freedom with which it does 
so ought to teach men that every living crea- 
ture should be welcome to its free use.” 

“How about the springs at the fashionable 
summer resorts. Is not the water sold at 


‘Yes, I believe it is, but that doesn’t make 
it right. I honestly do not believe that any 
man has the right to say to his fellews: 
‘come, this spring ison my land; you cannet 
drink the water unless you pay my price for 
it.’ I believe that he has no more right to 
charge for the water than he has to charge for 
the air we breathe.”

Dr. Johnson was born near Paducah, Kon- 
tucky in the year 1810. He received a colle- 
giate education and fitted himself for his 
chosen profession—medicine. He served sev- 
eraltermsin the Kentucky legislature, and 
was a member of the state senate for two 
terms. Hig political aspirations did not run 
very higb, and it was only when over persua- 
ded by his friends that he would consent to 
serve them as _ their law-maker. He 
was 8 °+#candidate for ‘governor of 
Kentucky whenthe war between the states 
began, and he at once entered the service as 
medical director of General Polk’s division. 
His departure from Frankfort was on the very 
day that ex-Governor Morehead was arrested. 
He went through the country by private con- 
veyance to Nelson county and passed through 
the limes of Morgan’s first command, which 
were in camps at Camp Charity. Going on to 
Bowling Green he joined General Polk’s divis- 
ion, aud nobly

Dr. Amos Fox wasthe gu. .. for Dr. Johnson 
and other parties at that time. In 1862 Dr. 
Jobnson came to Atlanta with the army and 

asmade postsurgeon. His office and head- 
quarters were establisbed in the rooms over 
the drug store of Magnus & Hightower, cor- 
ner: Decatur and Peachtree streets. Thedrug 
store was then Occupied by Taylor & Huni- 
cutt. It was in this building that Mrs. John- 
sen, his estimable wife, sickened and 
died. Her death was & severe 
blow to the devoted husband, and for 
many weeks he remained in his office appar- 
ently indifferent to all that was going on, Fi- 
pally he rallied, and with renewed vigor he 
entered upon his work.

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC VS. 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


The Argument on the Injunction Pendente Lite Will 
Be Heard by Judge Pardee in Atiantsa on May 
25—What is Prayed for—The Attorney 
General a Party to the Suit, Etc. 


Argument in the injunction case of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad company vs. 
Campbell Wallace, L. N. Trammell and Alex. 
S. Erwin, railroad commissioners of Georgia, 
will be heard in Atlanta on Tuesday, 25th of 
May. 

The papers in the case are voluminons. 
They were prepared by Mr. Julius L. Brown, 
attorney for complainants. They are in the 
form of a bill of complaint, and capclude with 
a Prayer requesting the Hon. Don A. Pardee, 
judge of the United States circuit court, to 
grent an injunction restraining the commis- 
sioners from in any way interfering with the 
rates fixed by the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. Briefly, the bill covers the same 
ground of the demurrer recently urged by 
‘the attorneys of the railroads in the case 
of the unjust discrin: ations against Atlanta, 
together with a ial plea in behalf of 
the Western and Atilantie railroad. It 
is alleged that the railroad commission 
bas no right to fix rates for the railroads on 
freights brought from other states, because 
the fixing of such rates would be regulating 
inter-state commerce. The power to regulate 
inter-state commerce lies only in the congress 
of the United States, and not in any 
creature of a state legislature. There are 
other points covered, of less importance. The 
special plea has reference to certain rights, 
which, it is contended, were guaranteed tothe 
Western and Atlantic railroad by the state of 
Georgia. The bill does not stop, however, 
with the points mentioned. It denies the 
constitutiot ality of the act creating the rail- 
road commission, and that question, therefore, 
will be one of the most important which 
Judge Pardee will consider and render judg- 
me’ t upon. 

_ i -derthe law creating the railroad com- 
mission, the attorney- general is required to 
lend his aid to the commission in all cases 
where the railroads refuse to obey any of the 
commission’s rules or orders. 

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL A PARTY. 

Perhaps to forestall any proceedings upon 
the part of the attofhey-general, the bill 
makes him a party, and prays that he also be 
restrained from interfering in any manner 
with the business of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. 

When the bill was presented to Judge Par- 
dee, he directed that the defendants appear in 
New Orleans on Saturday, 22d of May, toshow 
cause why the injunction should not be 
granted, pendente lite. Attorney-General 
Anderson has been sick at Macon several 
days, and could not be present in Atlanta to 
advise with the railroad commissioners, Yes- 
terday he telegraphed that he would arrive 
today. Judge Pardee, however, informed 
both the complainants and the defendants 
that if it should prove inconvenient for 
them to go to New Orleane Son,the day 
fixed by hi he would 
come te he 
argument . 9:30 
yesterday morning Major Campbell Wallace 
called the commissioners together at their 
office, in THE CONSTITUTION building, where 
they were met by complainants’ attorney. By 
consent of all the parties, it was agreed to 
postpone the case from Saturday, 22d of May, 
to Tuesday, 25th of May, and to request 
Judge Pardee to hear the argumentin Atlanta. 
To this request he has given his consent. 

In consequence of the arrangement just 
mentioned, the meeting of the railroad com- 
mission fixed for next Tuesday has been post- 
poned. 

The lawyers of Atlanta, and indeed those 
of the state, manifest great interest in this 
case. A number of the most distinguished 
members of the bar will be present to hear the 
argument.

President Knowles’s annual address was 
then read. The paper was replete with valu- 
able suggestions regarding the working of the 
association and the good accomplished by it. 
The address asserted the necessity for the as- 
ociation perpetuation to the companies, hop- 
ing for permanent and profitable business in 
the southern states within the jurisdiction of 
the Southeastern Tariff association. Among 
other suggestions President Knowles advised 
judicious legislation and deprecated advance- 
ment of rates of insurance. He thought it 
preferable to seek methods to improve risks 
and reduce rates. He considered the improve- 
ment of fire departments a matter to which the 
association had not given sufficient attention, 
and recommended the appointment of a stand- 
ing committee on that subject. In speaking 
of the fire a he said: “The improve- 
ment of fire departments isa matter to which 
we have not given sufficient attention. I con- 
sider it 2 most important work, aad one which 
we should not neglect. Foran illustration of 
what intelligent, well directed effort will do, I 
refer you tothe department of this city, and 
beg to remind you that the same results can be 
had in other places. Lessthan one year ago 
the Atlanta department wasso defective and the 
water supply so insufficient that the imposi- 
tion of au additional premium tax was 
ceemed neccessary. Through the efforts of 
resident underwriters a most competent man 
was made chief, and such reforms inangarated 
as have in that short time rendered this de- 
yartment the equal of anyin this country. 
The improvements under way at Jacksonville, 
Fla., through the advice and suggestions of 
Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta department, also 
show what canbe done in this direction. I 
would, therefore, recommend the establish- 
ment of a standing committee on fire depart- 
ments and water supply, charged with the 
duty of encouraging improvement in sach 
de ments as are deficient.”
